Kohler, Jr., if he “would keep away 
from the trial."

The other is from Edfu 
In the Ptolemaic epoch.

amination of tiles** clocks and the seal* 
of measurements recorded on each, It 
appears that the “hour” of that re­ 
mote period was a variable length, tie­ 
ing one-twelfth of the length of the 
day or night of the particular tim* 
of tne year. 
A study of these ancient 
timepieces is regarded as important 
in the comparison of astronomical ob­ 
servations.

FINO RUINS OF VILLAGES 
1,000 TEARS OU) IN WEST 


Professor Gays Houses Unearthed In 
Arizona Sheltered One Hun­ 
dred Persons Each. 


Ruins of ten villages, estim ated to 
be more than 1,000 years 
old, 
have 
been discovered In the hills northw est 
of Tucson, Ariz., by Byron Cummings, 
professor of anthropology at the Uni­ 
versity of Arizona, and his students. 
The shells of these villages resemble 
the fam ous ruins of Casa Grande, but 
are on a sm aller scale. 
Like the vil­ 
lages of m any of the earlier aborigines 
of North and South America, these 
consisted of but one large bouse each, 
divided 
Into 
num erous 
adjoining 
rooms. 
The excavations indicated that the 
fen 
communal dwellings represented 
two distinct eras, sep arated perhaps 
by a few hundred years. 
In the vt!- | 
lases of w hat w as deemed the earlier j 
period the floors were of clay and j 
the walls had been m ade by plastering 
clay 
around 
a 
num ber 
of 
upright 
sticks. 
In the later homes stones bad 1 
been worked in with clay and sticks. I 
Remains of pottery were found on the 
sites of some of the villages. 
Professor Cummings said some of 
these community bouses bad held tis 
many as IOO persons. 
According to 
his estim ate, the la tte r villages were 
built about 1,000 years ago. while the 
earlier of the group probably were 
marie a great while before. 
F u rth e r excavations In the vicinity 
nre planned.

Inhumane Treatment Is 
No Cure for Blackleg 
There is a groundless superstition 
among some cattlemen that a wire 
twisted through a cow’s hide over tin' 
shoulder will prevent blackleg and 
other diseases. 
Veterinary experts of the United 
States Department of Agriculture de­ 
nounce this practice as barbarous and 
worthless.
